The ice famine continues serious de- 


spjte tho efforts o£ the Youg-h Crystal 
Ice & Storage Company to remedy 
a condition which the public is in- 
clined to believe It is responsible £or. 
It was announced today that the com- 
pany would cease the manufacture of 
ice cream, until the Ice famine Is at an 
end. 
This will throw from eight to 


ten tons of ice daily into the market, 
and is expected to give considerable 
relief. 


At the same time heroic efforts are 


being made to complete the addition 
to the plant and make ice there by 
August 1. The output will then, be 
trebled. Once the new plant Is In op- 
eration there wilt be Ice for all, but 
unless the weather moderates consid- 
erably1 there is no assurance that the 
community will have all the Ice thai: it 
needs for some weeks to come. The 
company stated that today all do- 
mestic consumers -will be given 
20 


pounds of ice. 
Tomorrow a special 


delivery of 20 pounds will be made. 
Officials say this should be satlsfac^"* 
tory to all concerned. 


The ice company Is getting little 


sympathy from the public. A citizen 
this morning expressed the general 
sentiment when he said: 
"The Ice 


company insisted on having a mon- , 
opoly of the local field. It bucked, 
the breweries and fought out a rival 
organization. 
2sTow that it has the 


field to itself, it is under a moral ob- 
ligation to supply the demand. If it 
can't. It had better quit 


"They tell us the capacity of the

when the new addition is completed 
on August 1. "Why wasn't that addi- 
tion ready fur xtse ^arly1 In the sea- 
son, instead of being held up until 
the fag end of the hot season? It ia 
common gossip that stockholder*--of 
the ice trust held up the completion 
of that new plant until they found 
out whether they had to have it

business.

Koman populnce for many years but 
If ho wore alive today he could not be 
elected to the .office of fourth anlat- 
attt pound-master.
